Pegram showed that he is merely a
dummy official, and that a banking
syndicate comigols the organisation.
The members of this syndicate, ac-
cording to Francis J. Heney, investi
gater for the commission, are the Old
Colony Trust Company, Boston; Mer-|
chants National Bank, Boston; Chase
Natlonal Bank. New York; F. & Mose-
ley & Co., brokers, Boston, and F. H.
Prince & Co., bankers and brokers,
Boston, Pegram admitted that he
was the holder of THI00 shares of
stock in the stock yards company
which he has never seen.

Pogram has been the tremsurer of
the Chicago Stockyards Company for
the last two years. He admitted un-,
der cross-questioning that he was
only & “dummy”™ treasurer, and would
sign anything the bankers in con-
trol of the company put before him.
